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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

Species I: Figures 2 through 1 1 ; the second power control means controls 
power to be supplied to the heating means by taking the max. applicable power ratio 
calculated by the calculation means as a 100% power ratio, dividing the max. applicable 
power ratio by a predetermined division number, and controlling the power to be 
supplied to the heating means with a power ratio having a predetermined number of 
divisions; 

Species II: Figures 12 through 19; a control method which, during an 
intermittent printing operation, adds a predetermined number to the count of sheets 
being printed, and further, when a first printing operation is started, the heater 
temperature is monitored and, based on that temperature, a virtual printed count is 
determined; 

Species III: Figures 20 through 26; the fusing device having a current-voltage 
conversion means, a half-wave rectification means, an integral means, a differential 
amplification means, a maximum value holding means, a first pulse signal output 
means, and a discharge means. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claim is generic.

U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
